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DISAFFECTED CHURCH-MEMBERS. 





There are very few churches that have been organ- 
ized as long as five or six years that have had no dis- 
affected members. I am of the opinion that quite a 
large per cent. of church-members is at some time of 
this class. The causes for it are numerous, or at least 
the supposed causes, such as dislike for a pastor, want 
of sufficient attention, dissatisfaction with choir, or 
organist, or Sunday-school management, or methods 
for raising money, or a score and more of other sup- 
posed grievances. _When people are of this class they 
are of very little service to the church, and generally 
they do very little for the advancement of the common 
cause. It would seem that professed Christians might 
all have enough of the spirit of the Master to endure 
the crossing of their own will, or even some apparent 
slight, without becoming soured in spirit; but such is 
not always the case. The grace of patience in these 
things is often very small. While some of these petty 
troubles are healed in a little time, often with little 
special effort in that direction, many grow into perma- 
nent church estrangements through the unwise and 
discourteous conduct of other Christians. Quarrels 
that would die out if left to themselves are kept alive 
by the interposition of a third party. 

What is the usual course pursued by a disaffected 
church-member? He leaves his own church, absents 
himself from its services, withdraws his financial sup- 


port, turns away from all his covenant obligations, and 
attends some other church, throwing his influence 
there. He finds as cordial a reception, usually, as 
though he had brought a letter of commendation and 
dismission from a sister church. Special pains are 
usually taken to make such persons feel at home, toassure 
them of a cordial welcome. Inquiry is not made as to 
the reason of their leaving their own church, there is 
so much rejoicing in this new accession. This may 
not be so often done in the city as in the country, but 
it seems to me it is a radical wrong that needs to be 
righted. Persons thus disaffected, meeting with so 
cordial a reception «!sewhere, are all the more strength- 
ened in their disloyalty to the church to which they 
owe loyalty, and the difficulty, small probably in itself, 
possibly only fancied, remains, except that it is magni- 
fied, and the church suffers harm. It seems to me 
there should be so much of the spirit of comity be- 
tween churches and neighboring pastors, of all de- 
nominations, that no church should cordially welcome 
and give special attention to those who leave a neigh- 
boring church until it has made irquiry of that church 
as to the reason why the disaffected member has thus 
renounced his covenant with it. Nor should the pas- 
tor express gladness at the presence of such new hearers 


58] of the Word until he has conferred with the neighbor- 


ing pastor and learns from him his version of the cir- 
cumstances. 

In a certain case there was disaflection upon the 
part of prominent members of the choir, and they ab- 
sented themselves from the church of which they were 
members. A neighboring church had a small choir 
and would have been glad of aid if it could have been 
rightly obtained; but the pastor said, “Those people 
are members of the Church and ‘ought to stay 
where they belong. We do not want the help of their 
disaffected members.” They were not invited into the 
choir, and in due time resumed their places in their 
own church. I believe the proper way to deal with the 
majority of such cases is to give them the “cold 
shoulder” and let them understand they are not 
wanted and that they better stay at their own church. 
It there is need of penitence and confession, as there 
is in a majority of cases, such reception of those leav- 
ing their own church would help to bring it about. 
Christian courtesy requires a church to give no counte- 
nance to those recreant to their obligations until it 
finds the neighboring church is at fault. On the same 
ground a brother pastor should not receive to his 
ministry with cordial welcome those who turn from the 
ministry of a brother until he is sure his brother is at 
fault. From my experience and observation I am con- 
vinced that were these cases treated as suggested here, 
there would be fewer recreant members, fewer dis- 
affections, and more of a fraternal spirit between ncigh- 
boring pastors and churches.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuinaron, D. C., July 12, 1886. 

It looks now as if Congress will not finish work and 
go home before August. At least the contest over the 
vetoed pension bills and the situation of the appropria- 
tion bills in the Senate have caused our law-makers in 
both ends of the Capitol to settle down to the idea of 
such a fate. The prospect of sitting three weeks yet, 
and possibly longer, has a rather depressing effect upon 
most ef them. The obvious impropriety of resorting 
to their shirt sleeves, or of taking off their collars and 
cuffs when they find it necessary to make a speech, 
makes a long summer session very trying to many who 
are in the habit of taking their ease in their own way 
when at home. 

A summer session generally melts away, the meeting 
beginning with the collar. The Speaker sees collars 
dropping down one after another, and knows that the 
members will soon disappear. Two or three weeks of 








hot weather, and more than half the House has dis- 
solved so that there is not a quorum present. The 
Forty-fourth Congress remained in session, I remem- 
ber, until the 15th of August. The Democrats had 
gotten the ascendency for the first time after the war, 
and the impeachment of Belknap and other matters 
kept them here, but they had a hard time getting a 
quorum. The members had to be sent for and com- 
pelled to attend the sessions. 

Death has been busy in Congress since the present 
administration came into power. He has not respected 
parties, and both sides and both branches of Congress 
have suffered. Vice-President Hendricks and Senator 
Miller, of California, Wave passed away from the Sen- 
ate Chamber, while from the House were called Repre- 
sentatives Evans, Rankin, Elwood, Duncan, Hahn, and 
Cole. This is probably as long a death-roll as any 
previous session can show. 

There has been much exciting discussion in Congress 
over the vetoed pension bills. During one of the 
stormiest sessions of the House, after one Republican 
member after another had arraigned the President in 
language more positive than parliamentary, Governor 
Curtin, of Pennsylvania, poured oil upon the troubled 
waters by quoting an ancient rhyme. He first bespoke 
for the President decent respect and decent speech; 
said he did not know what the pending bill was about, 
but the House had resolved itself into a political mect- 
ing. “Suppose that Members quit quarreling, and 
turn their attention to public business. Let them re- 
member that their mothers taught them— 

Let dogs delight to bark and bite 
For God has made them so; 

Let bears and lions growl and fight 
For, ’tis their nature too; 

But little children’s hands were never made to scratch 

each other’s eyes out, etc.” 

When the laughter had subsided Mr. Allen, of Mis- 
sissippi, spoke. He said he thought he ought to apolo- 
gize for discussing pension matters, as he had been a 
Confederate private. It was said that Confederates 
ought to have thought of this matter of pensions twenty- 
five yearsago. He acknowledged that, at the beginning 
of the war, he had not given the matter that due con- 
sideration to which it had probably been entitled. 
(Laughter.) He had been quite a young boy then, 
but along about the third year of the war he began to 
think seriously of it, and so much had he been im- 
pressed with the fact that the course he was pursuing 
would bankrupt the United States Government in 
pensioning the widows of the soldiers he was killing, 
that finally, gun in hand, he retreated across five or 
six states with the enemy in his front rather than slay 
a whole army. 

The summer social season has closed with Mrs. 
Cleveland’s last mid-day reception, which was held on 
Friday. She held six of these in all, and some regret 
was expressed that they were to be discontinued. 
During her brief sojourn at the White House the new 
lady has seen a fair evidence of real social life here, 
and a great deal of its hollow glitter. Some of the ex- 
periences of those who attended her last reception 
were very amusing. Many of them were not accus- 
tomed to carrying visiting cards, and when the door- 
keeper reached his hand for that diplomatic piece of 
card-board they could not have been more astonished 
than if he had asked them to pay an admission fee. A 
few of the wise ones went out to the nearest stationer’s 
and provided themselves with blank cards, using the 
White House pen and ink for the inscription. Two- 
men who came together had one card, and one of them 
thought he had solved the riddle by writing on it “Mr. 
Blank and friend.” A young lady came with two half- 
grown girls, and they picked up three pieces of white 
paper. On one they wrote their names and handed it 
and the two plain scraps to the usher. This motley 
collection of cards was kept for Mrs. Cleveland to look 
over. 
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EDUCATION. .

Education -implies a thorough, proper, and general 
development and culture of manhood, giving to body, 
mind, and soul all the power, all the beauty, all the 
perfection of which they are capable, so as to make 
man a complete creature after his kind. 

" Education may, therefore, be divided into three di- 
visions, corresponding to the three departments in 
human nature, namely: First, physical; second, intel- 
lectual; third, moral, which includes the religious. 
These are all important. Andan education, to be com- 
plete, must include the whole man—body, mind, and 
soul. If we were endowed with a mere physical na- 
ture we would need, we would receive, none but a 
physical training or development. On the other hand, 
if man were a purely intellectual being intellectual 
culture would comprehend all that could be included 
in a perfect education. And were it possible for a 
moral being to exist without either body or intellect, 
there would be nothing but the heart or affections to 
educate. But man is a complex and not a simple be- 
ing. He is neither all body, nor all mind, nor all 
‘heart. But these three, mysteriously united, are essen- 
tial to constitute a perfect man, and as they all begin 
to expand in very early childhood, the province-of edu- 
cation is to watch, assist, shape, train, strengthen, and 
discipline, neither of them alone but each according to 
its intrinsic and relative importance. 

Yes, each should receive that attention which its in- 
trinsic and relative importance demands. The time 
was when great physical strength was considered the 
highest possible human endowment; when to be able 
to killa man was nobler than to lift him up and love 
him. By and by it was discovered that mind was more 
powerful than muscle; that thought worked changes in 
human destiny which armies could not; that thought 
made man nobler; so intellect became king of the 
world. But now the world seems to be awakening to 
the grand fact that there is something in human na- 
ture, nobler, grander, and more intimately linked with 
the eternal welfare of the human family than even in- 
tellect. This field is man’s moral nature. This is not 
a new discovery, but in most of the world it is a new 
step—that moral laws have the most intimate connec- 
tion with human life, human usefulness, and happi- 
ness; that the religious nature of man needs directing, 
culture, development. To religion and the soul the 
superlative degree of care and attention should be 
given. lt is not so necessary that we should be able 
to measure the distance of the stars as that we should 
be able willingly to do right toward all our fellow-men. 
It is not so necessary that we should be mathemati- 
cians, chemists, or surveyors as that we should feel the 
necessity of being kind, tender-hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given us. It is not so important that we be shrewd and 
successful in business as that we should detect injus- 
tice done to our weaker fellow-mortals, and feel it our 
duty, if possible, to remove it; it is not so necessary 
that we learn to read and write as to feel that there is 
a God of love and mercy; not so necessary that we 
know the multiplication table as to know that Christ 
hath power on earth to forgive sins. Intellectual cult- 
ure is not to be ignored, it is important; knowledge is 
power, but mere knowledge is powerful either for good 
or for evil. It would be better to have what we call 
an ignorant good man than an intelligent bad man 
We do not so much need to be scholars as Christians. 
Better still is to be scholarly Christians. 

There are two very glaring defects in most of our 
schools, school-books, and systems of education: 1. 
The moral tuition of youthful minds and the grand 
principles of religion which ought to direct their views 
and conduct are either entirely overlooked or treated 
of in such a vague and general manner as to indicate 
that they are considered as matters of little or inferior 
importance. 2. In'the next place, the idea that man is 
a being destined to an immortal existence is almost if 
not altogether overlooked, and he is educated only for 
the present life. To admit the futurity of the human 


soul, and that the instructions, conduct, and beliefs of 
the present life have an important bearing on the hap- 
piness of that future state, and then to leave out the 
consideration of it in a system of instruction, is impious 
and inconsistent with the principle on which we gen- 
erally act in other cases, which requires that affairs of 


the greatest moment should occupy our chief attention. 

Admitting then that the most important department 
of education, of instruction, is the moral and religious, 
who is to do the work? In the first place government, 
the state, does not do this work. While the state feels 
it necessary to assist in educating the people intellect- 
ually, while the-general government feels it important 
to establish and support military schools and naval 
academies, whoever heard of the state taking any finan- 
cial interest in a school for morality or piety? Mven 
in the family, where this work should especially be 
done, it is fearfully neglected. For, with many par- 
ents, while they ought to be teaching their children 
God's moral law and instilling into their miods and 
hearts principles of piety, need some one to instruct 
them in the very first principles of godliness. If all 
fathers and mothers in the land were thoroughly con- 
scious of the necessity of a practical, moral, religious, 
education, and were competent to give it, then little 
else would be needed; but this is very far from being 
the case. Is it then best or even safe to leave so im- 
portant a subject as our moral welfare to accidental at- 
tention? No. On whom then does this duty so largely 
devolve? On the church, on the Sabbath-school, on 
individual Christians. This is a duty we can not neg- 
lect without doing injustice to ourselves and our race. 

Therefore let Christian parents, in addition to home 
instruction and personal effort in this direction, send 
their children to those schools where they will be sur- 
rounded by the best moral and religious influences. 
The moral nature of the young is so delicate that it 
stands in much danger of injury, and therefore needs 
the utmost care. Principles of purity, of piety, or 
morality should be as thoroughly instilled into the 
mind and soul of every youth as we teach arithmetic; 
so instilled that they shall become the controlling in- 
fluences that mold and shape his life; then, and no till 
then, can we reasonably hope for a better and purer 
Nation. Only let this be done and there will be less 
oppression, less vice, less sinning against God and hu- 
manity, and men and women will be more nearly in the 
moral image of their Creator than most of them are 
now. 

With these thoughts resting on our minds we take 
pleasure in mentioning and recommending to the broth- 
erhood our denominational schools, where our young 
people may not only receive the advantages of a secular 
education, but be surrounded by a good moral atmos- 
phere and religious influence. Another thought: In 
addition to the three general divisions already men- 
tioned, there are special branches of study—a particu- 
lar or special kind of work. For instance, volumes 
have been written on the best modes of training men 
for the profession of a soldier, or naval officer, or a 
merchant, or a physician, or a lawyer, or a clergyman. 
We have our business universities, medical schools, law 
schools, music, penmanship, and even dancing. Men and 
women are more and more beginning to see the neces- 
sity of special preparation for one kind of work, and 
devoting their time and energies to one particular 
thing. This is no less true of the ministry of the gos- 
pel. He who would be a successful preacher of the 
Word must not only be born for the pulpit and called 
of God, but, make that the business of his life and 
qualify himself to a study of the Word and prepara- 
tion for the work. 


The people called Christians, realizing the impor- 
tance of this fact, have established a school called the 
Christian Biblical Institute. The aim of the instruc- 
tion in this school of the prophets is to help students 
to search the Scriptures for themselves, with the aids 
and appliances of modern scholarship, and to qualify 
them for the free and untrammeled interpretation of 
the Holy Scriptures, according to the individual con- 
science, without bias or prejudice, and to train them 
to be efficient ministers of the gospel of Christ. Daily 
lectures on the Bible are given; also daily readings in 
the Greek Testament. Particular instruction is given 
in Greek homiletics, elocution, and singing; also in 
composition and English grammar. We would, there- 
fore, present as one of our most important educational 
enterprises the Christian B.blical Institute, located at 
Stanfordville, New York. This school has been in 
operation for seventeen years, and we are already able 
to see something of the quality and benefits of the 
work done. More than one-half of the present pas- 
tors in the New York Eastern Christian Conference, 
together with many others in other sections of the 
country, have been students in that school, and their 





success shows that they are workmen that need not 
be ashamed. The labors of the Biblical School stu- 
dents are cordially called for. Here young men are 
educated as free from sectarian influences as perhaps it 
is possible, and yet be Christian. The teaching is em- 
phatically and thoroughly biblical, and is designed, not 
to enforce any dogmas or creed, but the true meaning 
and spirit of the Bible. 

The endowment fund of the Christian Biblical In- 
stitute is not yet sufficient to meet its current expenses, 
and the trustees have to depend on the liberality of our 
churches and of individuals to meet the deficiency in 
its annual expenses, and supply necessary aid to indi- 
gent students. Neither are there as many students in 
attendance as there should be. The immediate and 
pressing wants of the school are, first, students; second, 
money; third, earnest prayers of the brethren; fourth, 
the good will and kind words of the ministry; fifth, 
the hearty co-operation of the churches in its work.

A MEMORIAL DISCOURSE. 
BY REY. J. P. DAUGHERTY, 


[Delivered at Pisgah, Brown County, Ohio, May 30, 
1886, in the presence of about 1,500 people, who had come 
to join in the services of Memorial Day. |} 

{ Concluded. | 

The conquests of Kngland resulted in forcing King 
John to sign the Magnu Charta A. D. 1215, establish- 
ing the act of habeas corpus, and granting the Kaglish 
people their liberty. ‘The thirty years’ war in Germany 
resulted in breaking the power of the Pvupe, and deliver- 
ing the people from the strategems of priestcrat. The 
French Revolution resulted in the separation of church 
and state, and the establishment of religious liberty. 
The war of our own brave pioneers with Great Britain 
resulted in the greatest and best constitution ever given 
to man. The Franco-Prussian war resulted in the 
unification of Germany, and led France into the foot- 
steps of American republicanism. And now, coming 
to our own late war, let us look, first, at its unprece- 
dented close, and, secondly, at some of its glorious re- 
sults. 

Never did an army exhibit such Godlike magnanim- 
ity as the Union army upon the surrender of the gal- 
lant General Lee and his heroic army. All the con- 
federates were required to do was to return to their 
homes. And so anxious was General Grant not to 
wound General Lee’s pride, that he put in the articles 
of surrender that Lee and all his officers might keep 
their swords. He also gave the confederate privates 
permission to take their horses home with them, and 
filled every man’s haversack with five days’ rations. 
Never, perhaps, since Christ died on the cross of Cal- 
vary, praying for his enemies, has the world seen a 
grander spectacle than General Grant’s treatment of 
the conquered confederates. After he had given the 
officers leave to keep their swords, the privates leave to 
keep their horses, and given them a bounteous supply 
of food, he returned to his own soldiers and said, 
“Don’t cheer, boys; these confederates are now our own 
countrymen.” Thus never had human warfare a sub- 
limer close. 

In the second place, let us now look at some of its 
glorious results. Judge Key, of the South, has sounded 
the “‘key’’-note of sentiment for his section, which is 
echoed back by every loyal heart. ‘For myself,” says he, 
“T was engaged heart and soul with the South through 
the entire struggle, yet I am now free to say that the 
end reached was the best for all of us, and for the 
world. A united nation is far better than a confederacy 
whose chief corner-stones would have been slavery and 
an admission of the right of secession.”” Now, fellow- 
citizens, this “united Nation” is the first result of 
which we will now speak. The war taught men of the 
North and men of the South to respect one another, 
and to reunite as one Nation. If there may be a few 
prejudiced minds still too. much enveloped in the smoke 
of the extinguished fires of sectionalism to see clearly, 
we hope that the bright sun of reason will ultimately 
drive the smoke-drifts away and leave us with no 
North, no South, no Kast, no West, but one country— 
inseparably cemented by indissoluble ties of loyalty. 

The second result of which we will now speak is that 
the war has removed one of the darkest stains from 
the fair escutcheon of our beloved country—the stain 
of slavery. Instead of 4,000,000 of human beings in 
chains, with all the sacred relations of wife, mother, 
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father, and child trampled beneath the slave power, we 
now sce men, women, and children, all enjoying the 
blessing of freedom—the rights of citizenship. In- 
stead of the auction-block, the slave-pen, and the whip- 
pirg-post, we now see homes, firesides, schools, and 
books established among the South. Thank God 
human slavery in this country is now dead, and the 
curses it entailed on us are fast passing away. Men are 
now learning to place a new value on manhood, and the 
Nation is now building a new civilization on the ruins 
of the demolished curse of slavery. 


The third and last result of which we will now speak 
is, that by the overruling hand of Providence the war 
also established the fact that our government is not a 
mere confederation of states to be dissolved at the 
pleasure or whim of any particular state, but that it is 
a free constitutional government made by the people 
and for the people, and that the Federal constitution 
is the supreme law of the land. Fellow-citizens, now 
that the conflict of arms has ended, and we have been 
for more than a score of years gathering together the 
elements of prosperity and happiness, the duty of 
every citizen is tosee that none of these great treasures 
are lost through abuse or neglect. In order that we 
may be led to feel more deeply our responsibilities let 
us look fora moment at some of our accumulating 
blessings. 


upon the graves of our fallen heroes as a tribute of 
honor and respect to their sacred memory. 

In conclusion, may the fires of true patriotism be 
kindled and rekindled in the hearts of all the children 
of our great Nation upon each annual return of this 
sacred Memorial Day. May the doves of peace still 
continue to build their nests in the mouths of our 
sleeping cannon, and the merry birds forever sing, un- 
disturbed by the clash of arms, in the sweet groves and 
blooming fields of freedom’s bright and prosperous 
land. And may the honored flag of our beloved country 
continue to wave over the sleeping ashes of her fallen 
sons and heroes, until the voice of God shall summon 
all who sleep in Jesus to come forth to the final vic- 
tory over the last enemy. Then the last roll will be 
called, and all the victors of Immanuel’s army will 
march in grand review, led by their great Commander- 
in-chief—the blessed Redeemer—up to the portals of 
the celestial city—the capital and metropolis of the 
universe.

Savior so ardently prayed. Now, who of us that 
would surrender one iota of this pure gold for 
any quantity, either great or small, of sectarian 
dross? Who would desire a deceptive, partial union. 
that would compel the surrender of a single one of 
these absolute essentials to a perfect and universal 
union with all the followers of Christ? As a people 
we abandoned every sectional hindrance to reach this - 
glorious position, and we ask others to do the same, by 
which they take no position which they do not already 
profess to take. 

So much for the confession of faith; now for the 
practical faith. In this there is much room for 
our advancement. To profess to be a Christian, and 
to be one, are two very different things sometimes; 
yes, much too often. Could we but set as perfect 
an example in Christian life as we do in the pro- 
fessional part, there would soon be nothing left of 
sectism and but little of infidelity. Let us copy the 
practical good that we see in others, “going on to per- 
fection,” “holding fast the profession of our faith;” 
“faint not by the way.”’ The glorious light is breaking; 
day is coming, and soon will usher in the time when 
“we shall see eye to eye’—not that every one shall 
think alike in all things, for this would stop all ad- 
vancement in knowledge. Such a condition is only 
applicable to infinite minds who know all things. 
Think of a law to compel all mechanical inventors to 
confine their thoughts to the old channels marked out 
by their predecessors! The practical effect of such a 
law would be the cessation of progress in inventions 
as well as in all knowledge, and no less so in the knowl- 
edge of divine things. 

God has revealed through his Word the essentials 
for man’s spiritual control, which, like the food neces- 
sary for his body, exists abundantly in sight. He has 
also hidden mines of precious treasure which we may 
by diligence discover. Pray God that we may be 
guided by wisdom in all things. 


UNION. 

Bro. Jones,—In considering the matter of Christian 
union, which so properly occupies so prominent a posi- 
tion at present, it is essential to remember certain im- 
portant points which are vital to a perfect and uni- 
versal Christian union which we profess to hold as our 
mission to effect. It is of vital importance that every- 
thing which indicates division, or necessarily breeds 
dissension, be abandoned. Now, in inviting all the fol- 
lowers of Christ to unite, we ask them to take no posi- 
tion which they do not already take, except it be that 
of an entire abandonment of dividing causes. 

1. We ask them to take no other name than the 
one they all profess to love, which united accept- 
ance is the very best proof of its appropriateness 
for a united church. Who that professes to love 
Christ that would not feel hurt if told that he is not a 
Christian? It is a mischievous idea that holds that 
there is nothing in aname. [If not, then there is no im- 
portance in language. : 

Sestarian names divide. Should we add to our name 
the name “Baptist,” and then ask the Quakers or any 
other good Pedobaptist brethren to unite, they would 
reply, No, we are not Baptists. Our people aban- 
doned sect names nearly a century ago because they 
saw that they divided. Sect names were once dear to 
them, but they had the example of the great meet- 
ing of the followers of Christ at Antioch, when they 
were all first convinced that “there is neither Jew 
nor Gentile, bond nor free, but all are one in Christ 
Jesus,” and they were then “called Christians first at 
Antioch.” 

2. “The Bible the only rule of faith and practice.” 
All profess to take the Bible as their guide, but to 
eftect a perfect union on this proposition it is necessary 
to combine with it— 

3. “The right of private judgment.” As much as 
sectism may object against this there is not a single 
sect now existing, nor never was, but claimed this 
privilege as dear to them, though they strive ever so 
hard to deprive others of this right. 

The Romish power strove as hard as any to effect 
union. Constantine tried it with the sword of war. 
Succeeding popish rulers strove by compulsion, vio- 
lence, bloodshed, and torture, but the union effected 
was not Christian union. Neither will the denial of the 
right of private judgment ever effect a Christian union, 
but the reverse. 

When Luther and the other reformers protested 
against popish assumption of power, they loudly pro- 
claimed the right of private judgment. And no suc- 
ceeding sect that sprang from previous parent sects but 
what by the very act of dissenting asserted the right of 
private judgment. 

Then this being a universally-claimed right, this is 
the best of evidence that it is of universal necessity in 
order to have perfect agreement and union. And when 
we combine with these— 


Let us briefly compare the present condition of our 
country with that existing before the war. ‘T'wenty- 
one years—long in themselves but short in the history 
of a nation—have passed since the muskets were 
stacked, the cannon unharnessed, the armies disbanded, 
and the soldiers returned to their homes. The coun- 
try was then deeply in debt, the people impoverished, 
commerce paralyzed, and every avenue of trade blocked. 
How is it with us now? Behold, our national treasury, 
filled to overflowing; our national bonds, eagerly 
sought in all the commercial marts of the world; our 
network of railroads, stretching from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, piercing, like the arteries of the human body, 
almost every section of this vast continent; commerce 
revived, and our industries in full sway (excepting alittle 
wholesome check, for the present, to give the conductors 
time for lubricating); art and science fostered; educa- 
tion and religion encouraged; men talking to each 
other across the ocean as if they stood face to face, and 
our glorious flag now honored onal! the seas. These are 
some of the elements of our prosperity, which should 
not be abused or neglected by the citizen.

CANADA. 

New Market.—My last, written at Oshawa, left me at 
the conference at Eddystone. I reached home Saturday 
evening, and was greeted with two very fair congrega- 
tions on the Sabbath. I discoursed to them in the morn- 
ing about the mansions in the Father’s house, and our 
mansions that we were fitting up; in the evening about 
the rich fool. Having decided not to attend the New 
York Western Conference, on account of the low state 
of one of our best members, who wished me there to 
conduct the funeral services in case he should be taken 
away before my successor arrived, the ensuing week was 
spent in preparations to leave, making last calls, and 
helping to get things in readiness for our annual social 
the first day of July, which they call Dominion Day, 
corresponding to our Fourth of July. The last Sunday 
in June, which closed my engagements with the Oshawa 
Church, finally came. So pleasant had been our sojourn 
with that dear people, and so intense the interest we had 
felt in their welfare, and so sweet the intercourse from 
first to last, that the day brought with it many deep and 


tender emotions, as we gathered in our Sunday-school 
and regular service for the last meetings. My morning 
sermon was about the church—what it was, its support, 
its mission, and what we owed to it. In the evening 
my text was, “The time of my departure is at hand.” 
The discourse embraced a retrospect—the point gained, 
and prospect in Paul’s case; the elements of character 
that made him the man he was, and gave him ’the tri- 
umphant outlook he had—with a practical application 
toour own case. The spirit of the meeting was to me 
painfully tender, and I think we all felt very much 
alike. The lesson read was Paul’s address to the elders 
of Ephesus. The last hymn before the sermon was, 
“Thou our lonely hearts to cherish, as the days are 
going by;” the closing hymn, “Oh, think of the home 
over there.’’ Never can I forget either the singers or the 
songs. Their memory will always make life brighter 
and its close sweeter. On Monday afternoon came a 
messenger with the tidings—“Bro. J. E. Gould is dying, 
and wants you to come and sing to him before he goes.” 
We hastened to his bedside. His mind was yet clear, 
and he knew all standing around him. He told me to 
tell the brethren he must go; that it was the will of God 
and gain for himself, though he would like to live and 
help them in the work before them. He made all the 
arrangements for his funeral, and chose his pall-bearers 
of his brethren who had stood longest with him in the 
church. He wanted no parade at the funeral; wanted it 
at his home, the choir to sing, and me to conduct the 
services, and did not want his funeral to interfere with 
the social, which had been previously arranged for. He 
said he would be glad to attend it, and see the children 
and all the dear friends together once more. The hour 
of the funeral came, bright and beautiful. The attend- 
ance was very large, his high standingin the commu- 
nity and extensive business connections forming a 
large acquaintance and many friendships. The text for 
the occasion was Psalm 1: 12. Noticing the character- 
istics of the godly and faithful man—that those were the 
elements of our fallen brother’s character—the feelings, 
when such an one fails, and an appeal to help to do the 
work that had fallen from his hands, he was finally laid 
down to his last rest, the choir singing a touching fare- 
well, while the mellow sunshine and gentle zephyr were 
like the kiss of God upon the hallowed scene. Said a 
bystander, “I never attended so pleasant a funeral in 
my life before.”” We all realized the beautiful truth of 
the Psalmist, ‘‘Mark the perfect man and behold the up- 
right, for the end of that man is peace.’”? He made the 
good confession, under the labors of Elder H. Burnham, 
some 20 years ago. He was clerk of the church when I 
took charge of it 17 years since, and was made trustee of 
the society by my nomination the third year of my pas- 
torate. He was chosen a deacon soon after, and was 
treasurer of conference and a member of the executive 
board at the time of his decease. He was also a justice 
of the peace and notary public, besides other positions 
of honor and trust in secular and civil relations. His 
honor never tarnished, his integrity never questioned, 
his place in the church and society will be a difficult one 
to fill. He had put nearly $2,000 into the church edifice, 
and but for failing health would have put in, with 
others, $700 more to clear the church from debt. Every 
interest by him was looked after, and everything in 
time and place. Only 54 years of age, he was right in 
the full tide of an active and useful life and growing in- 
terests. A sudden, severe cold, which at first perhaps 
was not attended to as it should have been, he always 
having been perfectly healthy, brought on a complica- 
tion of diseases, under which he sank to the fatal close. 
But his work is done; he rests from his labors, and the 
shadow of his pure, active life is upon us—a benediction 
of peace. Our social came off the next day, and was a 
most enjoyable occasion, the spirit of joyous gladness, 
tinged with a feeling of sweet and tender sadness, from 
the absence of our departed brother, and the thoughts 
that it was probably the last of the kind that we should 
ever enjoy with them. At the suggestion of Mrs. Fow- 
ler an aid society had been formed by the ladies to help 
in the finances of the church. With many other beau- 
tiful and useful things they had made and had on hand, 
was a beautiful silk crazy-quilt, a gem of beauty, to be 
sold to the highest bidder. Before his decease the ladies 
had taken the quilt to Bro. Gould that he might see it. 
He admired its beauty, and said to his wife, “The ladies 
have worked faithfully to make this quilt to aid the 
church, and it must not go for nothing,” so he arranged 
that it should not be sold for less than $150, to which it 
was readily run up, and for which it wassold. This, 
with the sale of other articles they had made, and the 
proceeds of this and other socials, made not less than 
$300 aid these ladies rendered the church during six 
months of its operations. As a recognition of the help 
Mrs. Fowler had been to them, at the close of the social 
they presented her with a purse of #42, with a touching 
address, full of sentiments of appreciating love. A few 


words of reciprocal tenderness and love by Mrs. Fowler 
closed the formalities of the occasion, and soon dissolved 
a scene ever to live in memory and love.—S. M. FowLsEr, 
July 8th.

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INFORMATION WANTED. 


The object of this article is to call on any of those 
who have broadly intimated that the Freewill Baptists 
and the Christian denomination “are so near alike” to 
inform nota few of the latter how much “so near alike” 
means. Will they please be explicit? As I under- 
stand language, so near together is about equivalent to 
so far apart. 

If the union proposed means exchange of pulpits 
and social greetings, the union under discussion is 
not called for, as such associations now are matters 
of fact. 

Doubtless, a closer relation is in contemplation—as 
close as organic union in India. Itis proposed we 
abandon Japan and unite in one field and as one de- 
nominational church. This point is beyond dispute as I 
understand the foreign mission question. 

It is in contemplation to furnish a missionary and 
money. Two stubborn points. Here they stand in 
bold relief. ‘ F 

Again: It is proposed that home churches which are 
“feeble” unite in one church. Organic union is, there- 
fore, proposed at home and abroad. In view of this 
fullness is it not well enough to understand how much 
“so near alike” means? It is easy to sing union, talk 
union, and get rapturously joyous, as probably Jacob 
did till the next morning after his marriage. Please, 
let us have daylight when the wedding ring is passed to 
the bride. Will the ‘so near” party please step to the 
front and do away with this ambiguity? Serious work 
is before us. We all wish to be in for the right, and it 
is but fair that those who have got ‘so near” show 
many of us the road. 

“Usage” and “custom” are not in point. Usage and 

custom are as ambiguous, among us as so near. Usage 
and custom liberated Barabbas and crucified the Lord’s 
anointed! It becomes us to be sober lest we have 
occasion to be serious when it may be too late to re- 
pent. ’ 
Within the sweep of my theological vision the Con- 
gregationalists are as near us. Indeed, practically, 
the Baptists are nearly as near us as the Freewill Bap- 
tists. 

If I understand the three denominations all require 
communicants to be first baptized. The Congregation- 
alists are not particular how baptized, and so far they 
and we, at the table, agree. But we go one step closer 
to the gospel line and make faith in the crucified, not 
baptism, the test. 

Here we leave the traditions of the elders of all be- 
hind us. Jesus made no such test, nor did the apos- 
tles. In natural order the table comes before baptism 
as death generally precedes burial. Tradition reverses 
this and buries first and recognizes death last! But I 
will not enlarge more. Please, brethren, come to the 
front and explain how much “so near” means?

TELLING US APART. 

Some years ago during a revival meeting which I 
was holding in Warren County, Iowa, a good Baptist 
brother arose to speak, and prefaced his testimony 
with these remarks:: “Brethren, I have been attend- 
. ing your meetings and enjoy them very much. True, I 
am not a member of your church; our church has an- 
other name; but there is nothing in the name; it only 
serves to tell us apart.”” Though innocently given, it 
was the best comment on sectarian names that I ever 
heard. Thatis just the mission they serve to the 
- letter—‘‘to tell us apart.” If Christianity is one (and 
it is), and Christians desire to be united in “one body” 
(as they ought to desire), then they should drop 
every name that serves to “tell them apart,” and ac- 
cept the one family name(Eph. 3: 14, 15), the name di- 
vinely given (Acts 11: 26), the name that includes all of 
Christianity and all Christians. And because it is a 
generic name and includes all Christians and all of 
Christianity is just the reason why it should be ac- 
cepted as the family or church name. Any name 
that does not, in itself, include every one who “loves 
our Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity” is sectarian, and 
should be rejected as opposed to the prayer of our 
Lord (John 17) and the spirit of the gospel. A union 
of Christians [ desire; a consolidation of sects I do

WAYSIDE JOTTINGS.—No. 4. 

After an absence of nearly twenty years, we looked 
again upon Cedar Rapids, Iowa. When residents of 
Marshalltown, Iowa, and Le Grand, we often visited 
in Cedar Rapids. But the town had wonderfully 
changed in twenty years. Then the town did not “ex- 
tend across the river, and but one old rickety bridge 
spanned the stream. Now the west side claims seven 
thousand population, and a half dozen magnificent 
bridges are built over the beautiful Cedar. Then some 
one had just laid off lots on the west side, and perhaps 
a house or two had been built, but the project was 
laughed at as being one of folly. Now, without one 
goes very far back, the lots are beyond the poor man’s 
reach. A population of thirty thousand is claimed for 
the city, and the growth in every direction is constant. 
It is difficult to tell into what proportions the city will 
grow. One thing above all others will contribute to 
its growth. No saloon is tolerated in the city, and 
thus the poor man can save his means toward the home 
he needs. As in Topeka, so in Cedar Rapids. 

Both Iowa and Kansas are prohibition states, and 
save in the river towns the saloon has no place. Pro- 
hibition is a blessed fact, and the serpent’s head is 
under foot at Jast. The liquor interest of the Nation 
may read the doom of the traffic. A. D. 1900 is not 
far away, but the fourteen remaining years will add at 
least fourteen more states to the prohibition column. 
This will certainly be the case if temperance men are 
conservative and non-partisan in their methods. 
Maine, Rhode Island, Iowa, and Kansas are prohibi- 
tion states by non-partisan efforts. By partisan efforts 
we could not name one single victory for the cause of 
temperance. The public sentiment of both the large 
parties is in the majority for prohibition. With no 
Prohibition party in the field two years ago, Ohio 
would have adopted the second amendment and would 
be to-day, by organic law, a prohibition state. This is 
the great issue of the hour, and what we saw in Cedar 
Rapids convinced us that the day of the saloon is soon 
to be of the past in Christian America. 

Coe College is located in this city. Its buildings are 
fine and its patronage is fair. It is justly the pride of 
the town. A nephew of ours, Prof. Sefton, is one of 
the faculty of the college. Twenty years ago Mr. Coe 
left $1,000 with which to found a college in Cedar 
Rapids. The money was invested in real estate adjoin- 
ing the village. From the land thus bought $100,000 
has been realized, and in addition to the thirty-two lots 
occupied by the buildings, about $30,000 worth of real 
estate remains to be sold. A marvelous income has 
resulted from this simple investment. 

The Masonic Library for the State of Iowa is located 
here, and its building is a fine one. The collection of 
works on Free Masonry and kindred subjects is some- 
thing wonderful. They reach into a large number of 
thousands. The works in opposition seem to equal 
those in favor of, or nearly so. Perhaps everything 
that has been published pro and con is to be found 
here. Many of the works are very ancient; many are 
very elaborate and richly illustrated, while one can but 
feel an interest in the entire exhibit. To see ten 
thousand volumes on the single question of Masonry 
and its kindred issues was a surprise to us far beyond 
our expectation. The art collections are fine, while 
the display of geological specimens was peculiarly rich. 
We were delighted with our limited observations and 
regretted that we could not give hours to investigation. 
As we were the only visitors, we could but fear that 
Cedar Rapids was not properly appreciative of this in- 
teresting center. 

We passed through the soap works of Mr. Omstead, 
a nephew in marriage, and while we were much sur- 
prised at what we saw, we felt a deeper measure of 
surprise at our own ignorance of the art. The busi- 
ness of the works is very extensive and their patronage 
reaches into many states. Such accumulations of soap 
seemed to proclaim the uncleanness of man, and yet 
the demand for it also indicates commendable ambition 
in a healthful direction. Soap is for bodily unclean- 
ness; but that of the soul, the stains of which are far 
deeper, can be removed by no human appliances. In- 
deed, that of the body can not be perfectly removed by 
human appliances. But the soul has found its remedy 
for uncleanness! . “The blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanses from all unrighteousness.” That will do! 
Here we find the only perfect cleansing—the only real 
purity of earth. Even gold is not found absolutely 


pure—wholly unmixed with dross—but the soul, once 
blotted and stained to its very core by sin, is made 
white, clean, pure by the blood. 

We passed through the woolen mills of Mr. John 
Kly, another nephew in marriage. We were reminded 
of our boyhood experience in the cotton mills of 
Nashua, N. H. But the work here is even more in- 
teresting, if possible, and we regret our lack of genius 
for a description, in part even, of the processes we saw, 
Robes, coverlets, skirts, blankets, ete., were being 
manufactured. Should our friends incline to question 
the-perfection of the work of the mills, they have but 
to inspect the beautiful blankets we brought away, the 
gift of Mr. Ely to Mrs. Watson. It would seem as 
though the inventive genius had reached the highest 
possible point of attainment, and yet the possibilities 
of science may reach far beyond the higher flights of 
our illumined imaginations. What has been done is 
but a prophecy of what may yet be done. 

With much interest we inspected the different de- 
partments of the steam bakery of Shover and Dows. 
Mr. Shover is a brother-in-law and held by us in very 
grateful remembrance. Our stay in the city was made 
delightfully pleasant in his very beautiful home. They 
have a second bakery in Des Moines, and the reputa- 
tion of their goods reaches across the continent. They 
turn out about one hundred different kinds of crackers, 
cakes, etc. We stood entranced before what we saw. 
A cracker-machine, in motion before a large oven, gave 
active employment toa half dozen men. The dough, 
prepared in great folds, was fed into the machine much 
as wheat is fed into the thresher. Reduced toa proper 
thickness, it is cut into crackers, perhaps one hundred 
atastroke. These, as cut, are dropped on to a plate 
for baking. The plates, four in number are put on to 
revolving arms and by a motion lifted into the heated 
oven. We think there were eight of these arms, and 
their complete revolution in the oven perhaps required 
five minutes. With the completed revolution they 
were baked properly~and emptied into boxes. The 
speed of the work and the perfection of the processes 
can but surprise the beholder. 

B. H. and H. E. Witwer are wholesale grocers in the 
city. They also are brothers-in-law. That which would 


astonish one in their establishment is the vastness of 


the stock required for such a business. Their sales 
aggregate close toa half million annually. They have 
grown into moderate wealth by industrious and honor- 
able business habits. They are model men both in 
business and in character. Another brother-in-law, 
Mr. John Witwer, and a nephew, Mr. Frank Witwer, 
are in the retail grocery business and have a fine trade. 
They desire to prosper. 

In the city are thirty-five persons in relationship 
with us. The nine families were visited through a 
period of eight days, with a satisfaction not easily ex- 
pressed. Of the relationship, every adult is a follower 
of Jesus in faith and life. That is the sweetest possi- 
ble consideration. Wealth, beauty, wisdom, all fade 
before this one condition. He who follows Jesus 
through this life will find himself led into an illimit- 
able reach of glory beyond this life. As now, may 
they ever follow him. It is all the same whether he 
whom they follow is Christ or the Master-myth of the 
world’s imagination! Every step of his way is toward 
honor, purity, righteousness, and the way mmvs¢ ultimate 
in God—in heaven. And faith needs have no doubts! 
Jesus is the Lord’s Christ! 

Sabbath morning, June 13:h, it was our privilege to 
occupy the Disciple pulpit of Cedar Rapids. It is a 
beauti{ul church, centrally located, with a fine parson- 
age abreast. The house of worship wou!d make one 
feel at home, for it is home like. But of our thirty- 
five in relationship, twenty-six lifted their eyes to ours 
from the pews. We could but say, “There is no other 
congregation on earth with which our relationship is so 
full and complete as this.” We talked to them of 
heaven, and they blessed us for the words spoken. 
Their pastor, Rev. Mr. Aylesworth, is a scholarly, 
genial gentleman. He has seen about five years of 
service. He read an interesting sermon in the evening. 
We never saw the sermon read before from a Disciple 
pulpit. This was the only possible unfavorable criti- 
cism of the sermon. Sermons should be preached. 
They should never be read. The Spirit has chosen the 
pulpit for its place of special work—not the s/udy. It 
should not be shorn of its strength. Mr. Aylesworth 
receives $1,200 and his house. Of the salary, $300 
comes from one hand, $175 from another, and $140 trom

on the above Sabbath, and the Tuesday evening follow- 
ing the family friends, with two other dear friends 
added, surprised her. It was a delightful occasion, one 
such as we can hardly hope to see again.

Watson the company was a surprise, and so was the 
beautiful china tea set presented by the friends. 

But now the day of visiting was over and we must 
hasten, by the iron horse, to our distant home. The 
farewell word was spoken more tenderly and tearfully 
than ever, for new loves had been awakened by the 
blissful stay of days among friends long years dear. 
With the gray morn we passed through the once dear 
old home of Blackberry Station (now it bears a more 
euphonious name), and with the still early morn we 
were in Wells Street Depot of Chicago. By the win- 
dow we were watching the alighting of passengers from 
the ever-coming omnibuses, when an aged form de- 
scended the steps feebly, and lo! blessed vision! our 
own dear old mother stood before us. She had crossed 
our path going from Greenville, Illinois, to Belvidere 
—the by-gone home. She bears her eighty years grace- 
fully and easily. A journey of three hundred miles by 
night and day was little trouble to her. The intended 
call at the home of Dr. Milton Jay was given up, and 
t-gether we spent the day in a blessed and perhaps a 
final visit in a Chicago depot.

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AMONG THE MOUNTAINS. 
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At the close of a year’s labor, and with health some- 
what impaired, I concluded to try the effect of a change 
of climate for a brief season. So having made choice 
of White Sulphur Springs, West Virginia, as my ob- 
jective point, and the Chesapeake « Ohio Railroad as 
the route, on June 23d I bade dear ones good-by, and, 
in company with my brother, turned my face to the Kast. 
Taking the Kentucky Central from Covington to Win- 
chester, Kentucky, we had a delightful ride through 
the famous “Blue Grass” region. At Winchester we 
should have connected with the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
but failed, and had the luxury of waiting ten hours for 
another train. 

But the time passes, and we are again on our way, 
beariog northward along the Ohio River hills, when at 
daylight we reach Ashland, a thriving town, named for 
the home of Kentucky’s most illustrious son, Henry 
Clay. From here the mind naturally goes back to 
Lexington, where the monument to his memory towers 
so majestically toward the heavens, betokening at once 
the loftiness of his virtues and the home of his disen- 
thralled spirit. 

At Charleston, West Virginia, our route touches the 
Great Kanawha River. Thescenery from here tu White 
Sulphur Springs is wild, rugged, and full of mountain 
grandeur. These peaks, that lift their lofty summits 
to the clouds, and hang their rocks far out over the 
river impress the traveler with awe, and give to him 
new conceptions of the power of God. Nor are the 
skill and power of man scarcely less manifest. Here, 
with unslacked speed, the train swings the innumerable 
curves of the river, there seemingly it cuts its way 
through the wall of living rock, and yonder it enters 
the tunneled mountain, from which it does not emerge 
until a mile, and sometimes two miles, have been trav- 
eled. The remainder of our journey lay through a 
country, the scenery of which was full of interest, 
heightened by the fall of rain and the swollen and 
swiftly flowing mountain streams. 

At 20’clock p. M. we reached White Sulphur Springs, 
having been on the road about thirty hours. We were 
driven to the hotel, and after a night of sound, refresh- 
ing sleep, were ready to see whatever of interest the 
place affords. The springs are situated in the center 
of a delightful valley about twenty-two miles long and 
one-half mile wide. Hemmed in by lofty mountain 
ranges and peaks, from whose wooded heights float 


pure, cool, invigorating breezes, it is not wonderful |. 


that thousands should leave the dusty, heated cities, 
and seek this cool retreat. The peaks all bear local 
names, White Rock and Kate's Mountain, the high- 
est, are about 2,600 feet above the valley, which, added 








to the height of the valley above the sea level, makes 
an elevation of about 4600 feet. The “White Sul- 
phur” is in the center of a beautiful lawn containing 
about fifty acres. Well-kept walks and drives wind in 
graceful curves through every part of it. The water 
is strong with sulphur, coating the stones with the 
white deposit, from which it takes its name. Its flow 
is thirty gallons per minute, neither the volume nor 
the temperature varying at any time of the year. There 
are a great variety of springs within easy distance—as 
Black Sulphur, Magnesia, Chalybeate, and innumerable 
freestone springs, but it is from the copious flow of the 
White that the multitudes drink, and in whose waters 
the sick seek healing by bath.

Therefore refusing any sectarian title and claiming 
as our unquestionable right to be known by that name 
which is simple, appropriate, significant, scriptural, and 
honorable, individually as Christians and collectively 
as a Christian Church. 

3. The Christian Church is organized under the 
divine charter, with the Bible as the only authorita- 
tive expression of our belief, and as our only rule of 
faith and practice. 

Many times since the inauguration of the Christian 
Church, those supposed to know have been interro- 
gated as to the theological views and creed of this 
church. The community is interested, and doubtless 
in the majority of instances these questions have been 
presented by those who are kindly disposed toward us 
and who seek information, though perhaps in a few 
instances there may have been manifest a sinister pur- 


pose. . pai 7 4 
Again we must insist that the Christian Church is 


not responsible for that confusion which prevails with 
reference to the faith necessary to salvation, nor for 
the innumerable, discordant, and conflicting theories of 
faith and duty taught and insisted upon in the various 
denominations. If the professing Christian world had 
been willing to leave the great statements of faith and 
salvation just where God left them, and where by all 
Scripture evidence he intended they should remain, 
there would not be, beeause there could not be, con- 
fusion. 

The biblical statements of faith and practice, and 
indeed of all important and essential truth, are so 
simple and distinct that all who desire may know, and 
none need be mistaken; and since, as in that case, 
there would be but one rule of faith and practice, the 
general dissemination of scriptural truth would insure 
general, and to the greatest possible extent, harmonious 
conceptions of the purpose, method, and faith of the 
Christian Church. 

But the Bible is either an all-sufficient and perfect 
rule of faith and practice, or itis not. If it is not 
all this, always this, and under all circumstances this, 
then it stands impeached and condemned. For all 
this it claims distinctly and repeatedly by inference 
and implication; and in theory every denomination in 
Christendom believes, with the exception of the Roman 

Jatholic. And yet notwithstanding, in the face of all 
biblical authority and theoretic profession of faith in 
it, there is a constant practical denial of its ‘‘all-suffi- 
ciency and perfection,” in that certain human theories 
of interpretation and creed statements have been 
adopted as necessary, as explanatory, of the sacred 
text, and as expressions of the belief of the various 
denominations. These formulated creeds and con- 
fessions of faith gradually, imperceptibly, in nearly 
every case, come to be substitutes for the “all-suflicient 
and perfect rule” to those who are members, and the 
basis of the examination of candidates for member- 
ship—the peculiar theoretic mold in which it is ex- 
pected the doctrinal ideas and opinions of the young 
convert will be cast. 

We protest against these dangerous and unscriptural 
innovations. We believe that the Word of God is an 
all-sufficient and perfect rule of faith and practice, and 
adhering to this will have none other. It is the only 
expression of Christian belief we accept and offer to 
those who ask what we believe; it is the only expres- 
sion of faith we require of those who seek membership 
ia the church, manilesting “repentance toward God and 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ.” 

“The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul: 
the testimony of the Lord is sure, making wise the 
simple. The statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing 
the heart: the commandment of the Lord is pure, en- 
lightening the eyes. The fear of the Lord is clean, 
enduring forever: the judgments of the Lord are true 
and righteous altogether.” Psalm 19: 7-9.

And what can we add to impress you with the high 
position which we asa church have been called to oc- 
cupy—the importance of the sphere we have been com- 
missioned to fill? To any unkind insinuation, from 
whatever source, thrown out with design to damage the 
fair reputation of this church, or to mislead and con- 
fuse the minds of those who would seek in this church 
their spiritual home, we would say: If after careful 
and prayerful consideration of the entire subject any 
one should be impressed that as a church we are in 
error; that our position is not well taken; that ina 
single particular we have error incorporated or* truth 
omitted; that we are not entitled to the first rank among 
religious organizations as a Christian Church—then let 
us say to such anone, we are ready to give you audience, 
to listen attentively to all you may have to say upon the 
subject, and if in any particular you invalidate our 
position, or we fail to make good our claims upon the 
highest scriptural authority, then to thatsame extent we 
will instantly renounce them. We fearlessly challenge 
honest criticism and dread not successful contradiction, 
continuing to insist upon the fact that the position oc- 
cupied is impregnable. 

Will the friends of denominationalism be equally 
candid? Does the denominationalist believe that his 
creed or confession incorporates spiritual truth, and 
that therefore he is right? We more so, since we rev- 
erently accept, believe, and practice the perfect whole, 
of which the best and most perfect human creed in 
Christendom is but an imperfect part. Does he fondly 
expect that his peculiar church organization is strong, 
and therefore must endure? We more so; for it is 
unquestionably true that the Christian Church flour- 
ished in honorable, efficient life for centuries before 
the most venerable denomination in the world had an 
existence, and will doubtless continue on her broaden- 
ing and lengthening path when all human creeds and 
titles will be forever laid aside, like the war-club and 
battle-ax—the mementoes of a barbaric age; for by the 
words of our divine Master we are assured that the 
Christian Church is built upon arock, and that the gates 
of hell shall not prevail against her. 

We believe in the church of the future. Our faith 
takes hold upon the inspiring words of our Lord: 
“Women, believe me, the hour cometh when ye shall 
neither in this mountain nor yet at Jerusalem worship 
the Father. But the hour cometh, and now is, when 
the true worshipers shall worship the Father in spirit 
and in truth.” 

As we believe that denominationalism is nut essential 
to Christianity, but a positive incubus upon its spirit 
and life; and as we believe that there can be no such 
thing as denominationalism in heaven, we are pro- 
foundly convinced that the day is drawing near when, 
by a gracious outpouring of the Holy Spirit, and con- 
sequent revival of spiritual energy within, the church 
will tear away these division walls, even now wearing 
thin, and forever remove the rending yeils which sep 
arate between the present actual and the future pos- 
sible, when Zion shall awake, and putting on her beau- 
tiful garments, shall go forth as one army of the living 
God—“irom conquering to conquer.” Then all the 
followers of Christ may unite with the sainted Bishop 
Beddome in singing: 

: “Let party names no more 
The Christian world o’erspread ; 
Gentile and Jew, and bond and free, 
Are one in Christ their head. 


Brethren in the Lord, weare looking from our vantage 
ground this morning to that bright approaching day 
when “there shall be one fold and one Shepherd;” and 
partially in the language of another we may say, When 
from the mountain peaks of Asia, the land of lords 
many and gods many, the grand, ultimate truth shall be 
shouted forth by the teeming millions of her sons and 
daughters—“One Lord;” when from the historic tow- 
ers of old Europe, with her dense population now dis- 
tracted .by innumerable divisions of the faith, there 
shall go up in full chorus the latest conquest of truth— 
“One Faith;” when from the hills and plains, from the 
mountains and valleys, and from sea to sea, in our own 
favored America, torn and divided by creedal controver- 
sies and the initiatory rite, there shall go up in sweeter 
song than we have ever heard—‘“‘One Baptism;” when 
from the tropical jungles of Africa—yes, from down- 
trodden, crushed, outraged Africa—there shall come 
up addi'ional notes of sweetness and truth, as in full- 
tongued chorus her dusky sons and daughters shall 
shout—‘Oae God and Father of us all;” when the 
grand host of God scattered all over the world shall 
spring up to join in the grand victorious anthem— 
“One Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and Fa- 
ther of us all, who is above all, and through all, and 
in [us] all: to whom be glory, and honor, and domin- 
ion, and majesty forever and ever,” and the universe 
shall respond in glad hallelujahs, Amen and Amen. 


THE COMING STEP. 


Granted that the movement in which the Christians 
have been engaged since the opening of the century is 
born of God, and that the principles they teach are 
truly orthedox and sublime, it should follow that the 
administrative methods of a people charged with such 
high mission should be consistent with their great 
trust. Many of our ministers, who are thoroughly 
loyal to the church, are asking if this is the case. 
Possibly they realize the necessity of business methods 
in business affairs, and believe that the Lord’s work 
will prosper in direct proportion to the wisdom and 
tact with which it is conducted. 

As to systematic procedure it appears that improve- 
ments can be effected with advantage. Time was when 
the hint of it was objectionable. Fired with the 
passion of church building and soul saving, our pioneer 
winisters thought most of results and little of methods. 
Like the first settlers in forest districts, they pushed 
ahead swiftly, content if they could see substantial 
progress, and making little or no calculation of possible 
waste of force or material. But times have greatly 
changed. The farmer in this year of grace will scarce- 
ly roll up great piles of black walnut logs and apply 
the wanton torch to make ready a corn patch. To 
dissipate in smoke and ashes what might be almost a 
fortune would be one of those blunders which resemble 
crimes. In many departments of our church life the 
old methods, while perhaps excusable in their day, are 
now recognized as similarly lax and wasteful. Action 
that is extemporaneous, taken on the spur of the 
moment, can not well be the most judicious and best 
adapted to the needs of the church. 

To fit means to ends in a growing denomination there 
should be a growth of systematic and orderly manage- 
ment of affairs. True, there is a limit even to this. 
The iron-clad legislation in which some denominations 
excel, which represses individuality and sacrifices 
spontaneity of thought and life for the sake of system, 
excites in us no thrill of emulation. The most that 
our thoughtful ministers are seeking is a development 
of orderly administration commensurate with the 
growth of the church. This is the coming step which 
will mark a significant advance in our movement. 
How to take it most effectively, with least peril to 
existing interests and measures, and yet with largest 
hope of success, is the problem which for the next few 
months will exercise the most enterprising minds in 
our communion.

NEBRASKA, 

Loup City.—My last left me at Cawker City, Kansas. 
There I attended the soldier’s reunion on Thursday anid 
Friday. They seemed to have agrand time. There was 
a vast assembly of people, and about 700 soldiers repre- 
senting 13 different states. Speeches were made by Gov- 
ernor Martin, of Kansas, also Captain Burges, of Iowa, 
and Elder Mitchell, of the M. E. Church, the latter be- 
ing the only one giving honor to God for the blessedness 
of the occasion. My heart was pained to see men assem- 
bled on such an occasion without offering a word of 
thanks to God, either in prayer or in song. May the 
Lord help us as Christians and national soldiers to honor 
the God of our Nation. While here I found Bro. and 
Sister Elliott, living three and one-half miles south-west 
of Downs, Osborn County, Kansas. I preached for them 
on Sunday at 3 o’clock rp. M. I preached one Sunday 
evening for the Methodist minister in Downs. I also 
met some ‘‘Holiness” brethren. We found Bro. Riley, 
who resides two miles north-east of Cawker City. He 
was much pleased to see us, not having seen a Christian 
minister since he lived there, and, most of all, not tak- 
ing the HERALD. He promised me that he would soon. 
From thence we journeyed to Jewel County, and visited 
friends, finding all well there. We departed for Bro. 
Dexter’s, and in him we found a kind Christian gentle- 
man. He was preparing for a trip to Pennsylvania, and 
started the following Monday. I preached fer Bro, 
Dexter twice, once on Sunday at 11 A.M. In the afternoon 
we went eight miles, and gave a temperance lecture at 
4o0’clock. We then returned and preached in the even- 
ing at the school-house, which is located on Bro, New- 
house’s farm. Tuesday morning we left Bro. New- 
house’s for Loup City, where we have relatives living. 
On our journey here we found no Christian Church or 
brethren. Wetarried Tuesday night with a Presbyterian 
family, who treated us very kindly. Wednesday nigbt 
we tarried with a Baptist family, who seemed glad to 
see us. He seemed lonely here so far away from the 
church of his choice, yet holding on to the faith of the 
gospel by good works. Thursday night found us on the 
banks of the Platte River, the country there being very 
level. This river has many different branches which 
makes crossing very unpleasant. We crossed the river, 
however, two miles east of Grand Island, where the 
small branches are united in one, and has a bridge over a 
half a milein length. From there we came over the sand 
plains and crossed the south Loup River by ferry. This 
stream is about 20 rods wide, and the people of this place 
will soon have in place an iron bridge which will be of 
great importance, being one mile south of Loup City. 
The valley of this river is beautiful for many miles. 
This town has about 700 inhabitants, and only one Prot- 
estant church—the M. EK. Church. It is a lively busi- 
ness town, moreso than any other town for many miles 
around. It has a new railroad, on which the cars began 
to run the first day of June. There are yet homesteads 
within 10 or 20 miles from town. The country is good 
for stock-raising and especially for sheep, owing to the 
rolling lands on each side of the river. Crops of all 
kinds are good here, corn especially. Rain has been 
plentiful thus far, and hot winds are unknown; water 
good and of, easy access; windmills are used on most of 
the bluff farms; climate very healthy.—A. J. REED, 
July 2d.
